The railways earn more 
than $2,000,000,000 and they are all in 
Successful operation. The payrolls of 
Our factories and railways aggregate 
approximately $3,500,000,000 and the 
scalg of wages has not been reduced.

In other words, the real sources of the | 


people’s wealth have not yet been af- 
fected, and the ability of industria] 
concerns to pay dividends is not meas- 
ured by the market price of stocks. 
Logical reasons for serious conditions 
are, therefore, wanting. Psychological 
reasons are never wanting. 
People Will Have What They Expect 
“If I judge correctly, the people will 
have exactly what they expect. If those 
who have money in the banks withdraw 
it and lock it up; if the bavks refuse to 
grant accommodations, and if the con- 
Suming public decline to place. orders. 
then we will very soon witness the ef- 
fects. Let those who think that times 
of disaster follow each other at regular 
intervals bear in mind that this coun- 


try has never yet experienced a period | 


of severe depression that was not trace- 
able to financial or economical agitation 
or legislation, and usually both. 

“In 1893 the redemption of greenbacks 
in silver instead of gdld was openly ad- 
vocated; the democratic party was un- 
der promise to remove the protective 
tariff from our industries, and the coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to | was 
championed by prominent members of 
both parties.

The bill to create a state board of bank 
examiners and to authorize the state 
treasurer to appoint additional bank in- 
spectors; to improve and strengthen the 
state banking laws was passed by the 
house and accepted by the senate, after- 
wards becoming a law.

But even in these bills, enacted into 
laws, which were the most important 
of those so made this session, the house 
played an important part. 

A number of advantageous amendments 
were added to the prohibition bill, which 
gave it strength, in the house. And 
in addition, all of the chiasoscuro inci- 
dent to its pasage took place in tne 
house. For instance, the famous filibus- 
ter, the only fist fight of the session 
and other things. 


House Wins Ont. 

In the Overstreet-Candler bill, which 
increases®the powers and number of the 
railroad commission of Georgia the house 
won out on the main points in the bill. 

The house forced the senate to yie'd 
in the matter of having five commis- 
sioners instead of three. But not until 
after a stormy session had followed in 
the senate, where it was openly charged 
by three senators that the governor had 
lobbied with the changing senators in 4 
manner which, if the same had been 
done by railroad attorneys, would have 
hrought forth a howl of protest. 

The adamantine nature of the senate on 
this subject all fut caused an extra seS8- 
sion. The senate time and again refused 
to accept three commissioners, and tne 
governor was about to call an eXtra ses- 
sion to have this bill enacted into a law 
when the change of heart and votes took 
place, and the bill was accepted, as 
amended, by the senate shortly before 
midnight Saturday night. 

The house also amended this bill so 
that if the governor has the right to ap- 
point two additional commissioners (to 
serve until they or their successors can 
be elected by the people, he cannot name 
the chairman, but that officer is to be 
elected by. the commission. It was also 
fixed in the house that the commission 
is to have the power to regulate gas, 
electric and water power companies ana 
in addition to all these, cotton compress 
companies... 

It was upon the motion of Mr. Hall 
that the office of attorney to the comm!s-~ 
sion was created with an annual salary 
of $2,500, and this place is to be filled 
by appointment from the governor. 

So while the house did not pass 
bill first, it was the amendments of that 
body which were finally enacted into a 
law. In the same way the disfrancnhise- 
ment bill which came to the house [f0i 
amendments got one of the strongest 
clauses attached which goes into the 
proposed constitutional amendment. 

It is in the third clause under which 
registration is to be had, if the amend- 
ment is ratified by a vote of the people. 
This is the “good character clause,’ 
is to stand for all time and is 
not to be limited to 1910 or I9l1 as was 
suggested by the senate. Other than this 
the administration bill was passed just 
as received from the senate.

Senate on House Bills. 


The senate was not so kind to tne 
house bills. Members graduated from 
the house of last year to the senate OF 
this insisted that senate bills instead 
of house bills become laws, as has been 


in the case in former years. The Wright 
anti-lobby bill was passed early in the 
session, and notwithstanding it was one 
of the strongest planks of the Macon 
platform it was not enacted into a law, 
In the senate it was so emaculated that 
the author declared he would never rec- 
ognize it as his measure. It was sent 
to the house, again, which body refused 
to concur in the senate amendments, 
thus sending it to the lumber room of 
lost legisiation., 

A like fate befell the plank in the 
Macon platform in regard to the anti-

VICTORY FINALLY WOR 
AT COST OF SIX LIVES 


Story of Martyrdom Told by Mas 
Who Has Been a Prisoner—Ruas- 
sian People Bound to Win 
in Their Fight Against 

Autocracy. 


London, August |8.—Duma or no duma, 

the Russian people are bound to win 
|their fight against an irresponsible au- 
,tocracy for free government. A frail, 
| prematurely old man, with whom { have 
just had a long talk, has convinced me 
of that. Felix Cohen is his name—a@ 
name well known and honored in Polish 
(and Russian revolutionary He 
has suffered as few men have suffered 
_for their convictions. Twenty years he 
| has passed in exile in Siberia. The hard- 
shizs he has endured have broken down 
/bhis once powerful constitution. The 
worst of were self-inflicted as @ 
protest against tyranny no other 
available. But the ardor 
which led him to hold 
his own life so cheap when weighed in 
balance against the cause, remains 
|} undiminished. In a few days he returns 
to Warsaw to play his part with tongue 
|and pen in the struggle there raging for 
freedom. 

“But you may be arrested and sent te 
Siberia again,’ I gaid. 

“Perhaps,” he answered, with a shrug 
of his shoulders. “But I am needed there 
and I must go. If they put me away 
others will take my place. I may lose 
my life, but what matters if I do? The 
cause will live and it is worth the sac- 
rifice. What is left of me is only @ 
wreck, anyhow. I am only a type. of . 
many—hundreds, thousands—who are 
willing to do and endure all that I have 
done and endured.” 

That is the type that is bound to win 
in the struggle now going on in Russia. 
Story of Martyrdom. 

As Cohen smoked Russian cigarettes 
he told the story of his prison experi- 
ence. It was a story of mariyrdom, but 
he told it without the slightest trace of 
any consciousness that he had done any- 
thing heroic. 
“It was in 1884 that I was sentenced 
to twenty years ‘kartoga’ or pena! sefr- 
vitude in Siberian settlement at Kara. 
It is a place to which both political and 
criminal prisoners are sent. We politi- 
!eals were all intelligent men and wom- 
en—students or authors most of us. Life 
at Kara was hard, but for the first five 
years it was endurable while One still 

had his country to live for. 

“But in 1889 there came a changé. 
Masukoff was appointed governor of the 
Amur district. He was that type of des- 
pot who rejoices in Opportunities to ex- 
ercise tyranny. And it was the political 
prisoners on whom his iron hand fell 
most heavily. He regarded them as far 
worse than thieves and murderers. They- 
‘had dared to agitate for freedom—for 
| the right of the people to govern them-

The 
world has heard a deal of these hunger 
strikes in the last twelve months, but 
they are not the novelty some people 
suppose. They are not pleasant—for the 
strikers. But as a means of compelling 
attention they serve. 

“After we had fasted several days 
Mashukoff arrived at the prison. He 
said things were not as bad as we had 
represented them and invited us to make 
an investigation. 

“An inquiry by convicts In a prison 
may be taken as characteristic of 
Russia, but naturally it could lead to 
no results. We, therefore, wrote to the 
chief of police of Irkutsk, who came to 
us six months later, and promised to 
inquire into the matter, and to remove 
the commander within three months. 

“Nothing, however, happened, and 
when the three months were over we 
declared a second hunger strike, ab- 
staining from food for six days. Then 
we were shown a telegram saying an- 
other commander was on his way to 
Kara. This wire, however, proved to 
'be a forgery. 
| “In consequence we boycotted Mashu- 
| kort, but as all our letters had to pass 
‘through his hands this measure de- 
‘prived us ef all communication with 
'the outside world.

posely, hoping that as an officer he 
would then no longer retain his post. 
‘At the same time we made another 
hunger protest, lasting over seven- 
teen days. 

“The gendarmes, fearing that Mlle. 
Sigida would starve herself to death 
and thus escape punishment for her 
offenses, forced food down her throat. 
On the seventeenth day, however, she 
was removed to another prison. 

“Thus this hunger strike ended, but 
mot without claiming its victim. Maria 
Kovalevska, sister of the famous au- 
thor. Vanvanzoff, could not be informed 
of the end of the strike, and fasted on 
for another two days. In consequence 
of the suffering she grew insane. 

“A few days later orders arrived from 
the governor general introducing flog- 
ging as a punishment for political of- 
fenders, and threatening to shoot the 
convicts if quietness were not restored 
in the prison. 

“We refused to belleve it, but upon 
inquiry we received the following fate- 
ful letter: ‘Sigida flogged and already 
dead. Three other female convicts took 
poison and are dying.’ 

“This was a terrible shock, and we 
decided to commit suicide as a protest, 
consequently fourteen of us took opium, 
but the drug was old and bad, s0 we 
remained alive. We persevered, and 
next day we took morphia. We fell 
1. and two of us died, but the rest 
recovered even after this second at- 
tempt. 

“There was a government inquiry as 
to how we had got the poison, and 
why we had taken it. 

Victory Cost Sitx Lives. 


“In reply we said that we had tried 
to commit suicide in order to create a 
scandal, so that ovr comrades in free- 
dom weuld hear of our treatment, and 
take steps to avenge our deaths upon 
those in authority. 

“The flogging clause was canceled. 
We had been victorious at last, but the 
victory had cost us six lives. 

“The years of i889 and 1890 has been 
the worst ones, although th suffering 
had always been more or less acute, 
and ge would never have been able to 
survive it had not our ‘deals helped us 
over many difficulties. “> escape from 
the prisons was then impossible because 
our party was not so strong, and at 
that time the Siberian peasants used 
to hunt and catch us. Now, on the 
contrary. they will help a fugitive con- 
vict. The last two wears of revolution 
have brought about such a change.”

Says Mars Is Not Inhabited. 
(Berkley, Cal. Cor. San Franciseo Call.) 

Mars is not inhabited by man, accord- 
ing to Professor Simon Newcomb, astron- 
Omer of tbe United States naval ob- 
Sservatory, who spoke at Hearst hall at 
the University of California this even- 
ing. The auditorfum was filled. 

Professor Newcomb is special lecturer 
at the summer session at the wniver- 
sity. After telling of observations made 
by Lowell and other scientists, Profes- 
sor Newcomb brought up the matter 
of the alleged canals of the distant 
planet and discoveries made by experts 
in problems in physics. He showed that 
Mars is too cold to have irrigation ca- 
nals. The water in such canals, ac- 
cording to Professor Newcomb, would 
be frozen solid a.grearer part of the 
time. 

He explained that Lowell's theories 
of canals were based without respect to 
the new theories in these lines. In 
Speaking of the possibility of the habita- 
tion of Mars, he said the laws of heat 
and theories of the atmosphere made 
such reasoning imprudent. 

“My conclusion in regard to that is a 
general one,” he said, “ based on the 


theory that not one of ten thousand of 


the worlds of the solar system 
sufficient heat to allow life.’’

Emigration Discouraged. 


“Natufally, I cannot anticipate the of.

by the efforts being made in every port 
visited to prevent the shipment of un- 
desirables. The strict application of the 
entrance requirements, the fines imposed 
by the treasury department, and the 
cost of repatriating rejected applicants 
have served a good purpose. Wherever 
emigrants are embarked for the United 
States I find elaborate Sanitary precau- 
tions taken. In Italy, France, Belgium 
Holland and Germany and the principal 
ports of all of the countries which 1 
visited, I found arrangements almost ag 
elaborate as in Ellis Island for sorting 
ge 8 acme nicl emigrants. 

e governments visited are t- 
ly discouraging emigration. to yt 
Only exception to this rule, and as the 
result of this we are getting more than 
our share of material from southern Eu- 
rope and not enough from northern 
I foind as a rule that the classes 
rom which emigrants are drawn are 
remarkably well informed on what life 
in the United States is Hke.

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DRAKE KILLED

Was Shot ina Drunken Row 
Saturday Night. 


Ed Drake, a negro, was shot and al- 
most instantly killed Saturday nigit,

The killing was said to have resul:-U 
from a dispute between the dead man 
and Brown, who is well Known to the 
police as an insolent negro, Over tue 
throwing of some rocks. When taken tu 
the police station, a revolver with one 
chamber discharged was found on 
Brown, who declared that he had kept 
the revolver with the chamber empty for 
some time. 

The coroner was notified, and after an 
examination of the body gave a certin- 
cate of death as a result of a gunshot 
wound through the lungs. The body was 
turned over to an undertaker for prepa- 
ration for burial.

CANTEEN ACT 
INJURY TO ARMY 


So declares Judge Advocate 
Porter in His Re- 
port, 


Washington, August !8.—The annual 
report of Acting Judge Advocate General 
Porter shows that there was a de réase 
of 683 in the number of courts-martial 
in the army during the last fiscal year. 
The total number was 3,913, including 
32 officers, 23 of whom were convicted. 
Among the enlisted men far the greater 
number of court-martial trials were on 
the ground of desertion, there being no 
less than 1,101 cases, and 732 cases of 
absence without leave. Four officers 
were dismissed by sentence, as against 
fourteen last year. 

The report dwells upon the evil resUlis 
following the passage of the anti-can- 
teen act, which, it is said, “has un- 
doubtedly caused the location near mili- 
tary reservations of resorts for the sale 
of intoxicating liquors, which pander to 
the appetites and passions of those en- 
listed men who, largely by reason of 
the prohibition in question, frequent the 
same. These resorts are beyond the 
control of the military authorities, and 
their presence is highly uctrimental 10 
military discipline, If such legislation 
(prohibiting saloons within | !-8 miles of 
a military pos!) were follesed in all 
states, the effect ‘uid undoubtedly be 
conducive to military discipline and re- 
duce the number of court-.mui te, 
for offenses due to drunkenness.”

What the answers wii! show as to the! new 
matters brought forward by the amendment, 
the court of course cannot know, and neither 
has, nor expresses, any opinion now as to 
what orders it should make when the answers 
to the amendment come in. The court’s action 
in including other parties in the restraining 
orders is based solely upon the prima facile 
case made by the amendment, and in legal 
effect only made solicitors and sheriffs par- 
ties by name instead of including them under 
the designation of ‘‘other persons’’ against 
whom the court may enforce its process— 
though not made parties by name—under sec- 
tion 725 of the revise4 statutes. This was 
deemed a far wiser course, in view of the 
allegations made in the amended bills, than 
to leave them or any one else, in doubt as 
to the scope of the infunctions and restraining 
orders heretofore issued in these cases. 

As to the power of the court of equity to 
make these orders, and the propriety of mak- 
ing them, under the circumstances, the court 
Goes not doubt. Even casual consideration 
of. the facts of the cases before the court 
will convince the reflecting layman, as well 
as members of the profession, that these or- 
ders in no legal or moral sense infringe upon 
the right of the state to administer its own 
criminal justice or interfere in any way with 
the discharge of any duty which a solicitor 
or sheriff owes to his oath and the law of the 
land. 

Inder our system of government the execu- 
tion of any law affecting the life, liberty 
or property of a citizen, is always subject 
to the supervision of courts of justice, when- 
ever the citizen questions its validity, or con- 
atruction in the courts in any case affecting 
him in his personal or property rights. As 
long as constitutions like ours endure, which 
are ordained ‘‘that the great general 
essential principles of liberty 
ernment may be recognized and 
this must be so. The executive department 
and the legislative as well is bound by the 
judgments Of the courts as to the validity of 
statutes and the construction which the 
courts put upon legislation, and must ex- 
ecute such laws, or refrain from executing 
them accordingly as they are construed by 
the courts. ;

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— U. 8., 178; Greeman v. Howe, 24 Howard, 


Remedy Is by Appeal. 


It is also the statement of another truism, 
always followed by the supreme court of the 
United States and of every state in the union, 
that when the jurisdiction of a court has at- 
tached, although its proceedings in the sub- 
sequent exercises of its jurisdiction may 
abound in error, its judgment and orders are 
binding upon all other courts, and all de- 
partments of the government as well as pri- 
vate citizens unti} set aside or annulled on 
appeal or writ of error, or other revisory au- 
thority in the mode provided by the laws of 
the power that creates the court. The reme- 
dy, if the court errs, fs by appeal, and not 
by resistance,"’ by other departments or other 
courts, or by lawless acts of private individ- 
uals. No one denies ,or can deny with any 
basis of truth, that the cases before the court 
presented not only ‘‘a case in equity,’’ aris- 
ing under the constitution and laws, But also 
“‘controversies’’ bétween cit#&ens of different 
states, of which this court had undoubted 
jurisdiction. Even the subtlest casuist who 
might be tempted to deny it must admit that 
this question of jurisdiction is put beyond the 
pale of controversy, by an unbroken line of 
decisions of the supreme court of the United 
States, to whose decisions all courts and offi- 
cers in this land must bow, and which it has 
been our faith in all the past, should have 
the support of all patriotic citizens. 

Reeping these truisms and plain principles 
in mind, let us inquire what is the nature of 
the cases before the court, what the ele- 
ments of the right contested, and what has 
heretofore been decided in them, and thus 
analyzing the matter. test the propriety of 
the orders now asked. 

The complainants, among others, filed their 
bills on the equity side of the court, against 
the railroad commission and the attorney 
general, to test the validity of the statutes 
regulating passenger fares and freight rates, 
and to enjoin the enforcement of the statute 
which expelled foreign corporations from do- 
ing any domestic business here, for filing its 
bill in this court, as it had a right to do 
under the constitution of the United States 
and of the state as well, to test the reason- 
ableness of the rate. This court, as it was 
specially authorized to do by the state stat- 
ute, as well as required by well-settled prin- 
ciples of equity, suspended the operation of 
rate statutes upon exacting bond to make 
good any damage and to refund any excess 
charged to passengers and shippers, if — 
complainant be finally cast in the suit. The 
court declared the statute forfeiting the com- 
plainants’ right to do domestic business here 
because of the institution of the sult in this 
court. unconstitutional and vold; not only 
because it violated the provision of the con- 
stitution of the United States against the 
passage of laws impairing the obligations 
of contracts and the denial by the state 
of the eaual protection of the laws and the 
deprivation of property without due process, 
but also because it violated sections 86 and 
240 of the constitution of Alabama, and the 
court accordingly issued preliminary injunc- 
tions against certain named officers and ‘‘all 
other individuals’’ to prevent any attempt to 
enforce these statutes until the further order 
of the court. 

"ve have, then, cases where a party contests 
in the courts, in the mode prescribed by the 
state’s own statutes, the reasonableness of 
rate statutes, and where the acts fixing those 
rates has been suspended by the court under 
the auti®@rity of the state’s own laws, as well 
as upon equitable principles. These statutes, 
being thus suspended as well as enjoined, can 
have no operative force again until that 
suspension is revoked by further order in this 
court or some higher court. There is now no 
law in force to be violated by disregard of 
the rates. No offense is thereby committed 
against the laws of the state, if we look 
alone to them, and also make the unwar- 
ranted concession that its laws can limit the 
equity powers of a court of the United 
States. In this condition of the cases, there 
is no unlawful act upon which any one can 
legally fasten penalties, or which can furnish 
any element of a violation of the law of the 
state, either civil or criminal. A law cannot 
be vioated at a time when it is not in force, 
The passenger and freight statutes stand in 
legal contemplation and effect at the present 
time, just as any other law which goes into 
effect at some future date, upon the hap- 
| pening of some contingency, as where its 
‘taking effect depends upon a local election, 
‘or the ascertainment of some particular fact 
by some designated officer. 


The Situation in Alabama. 


No one, the court takes it, can seriously 
urge, throwing aside for the moment the 
petency of the supreme law of the land, that 
the legislature of Alabama contemplated, not- 
withstanding rate laws were suspended by the 
court, in a mode prescribed by its own laws, 
pending final inquiry into their reasonable- 
ness, that nevertheless it should be the duty 
of any officer to treat such a suitor as a 
criminal and violator of the law of the land, 
because he did not conform to the provisions 
'of the suspended law. Such a _ construction 
would raise a lurking intent behind the 
words of the statute, which no respectable 
court would impute to he law-making power 
of the state, to trap and snare an unwary 
| suitor, who in the mode invited by its own 
laws, as well as in the exercise of rights the 
/ constitution of the United Sates gives him, 
has asked a court to decide upon its legislation 
'and procured its suspension, meanwhile, by 
compliance as to security for shippers and 
passengers. It would also involve the legisila- 
ture in the attitude of intending, although the 
constitution declares ‘‘no power of suspend- 
ing laws shall be exercised, except by the 
legislature," that executive officers, though 
‘no such authority is given them by law, 
should themselves set aside the laws which 
authorize suspension of the rates, and thus 
put them back In force, notwithstanding the 
,etate law had been suspended, in the mode 
_they provide, pending final inquiry as to thelr 
| validity. The bare statement of the proposi- 
‘tion shows how utterly unfounded in reason 
iin any theofy, that the legislature 

or desired. or put any duty on anybody, to 


see that its statutes should be enforced while 
they are suspended under its authority. 

We have, then, the case of a statute declared 
unconstitutional by a court of competent juris- 
diction, and two other statutes which may, 
or may not, bé adjudged void, depending upon 
the final proof not now obtainable, but whose 
operation has been suspended, not only in the 
undoubted exercise of the jurisdiction of the 
court of equity, but in the mode provided by 
express authority of the state laws. There is 
absolutely no legal warrant or authority for 
fhe trespasses which the amended bills al- 
lege are threatened, and will be committed, 
nevertheess, in th name of the law. 

Daty of Court of Equity. 


The importance of a right understanding of 
the power and duty of a court of equity in 
cases of this kind seems very essential & 
this time, and justifies a more extended dis- 
cussion than the question of law _ involved 
would ordinarily demand. The question is not 
new or at all difficult of solution. Let us see 
what it is that pas been stopped by the order 
of the court? It will be found that its or- 
ders, in no just sense legal or moral, involve 
any interference with the ‘‘criminal laws of 
the state.’’ What is the right here in issue, 
and what mode of settling it is prevented by 
the law of the state and the United States? 
How does the question arise? The question 
arises out of the performance of a service by 
a carrier in transporting passengers and 
freight. The thing done, the law demands 
the carrier to perform. It is essential to the 
public welfare that it should undertake the 
du:y, and harmful to every interest, public 
and private, if it does not discharge it. In 
performing the service, the carrier violates no 
law of God or man, but, on the contrary, 
complies with the duty the law of the state 
puts upon it. The act of rendering such ser- 
vice, therefore, cannot imperil any right what- 
soever, or involve any question of the morals, 
welfare, peace or happiness of the people. The 
performance of the service does good, not 
harm. It is neither malum prohibitum, nor 
malum in se. Such acts, therefore, do not 
fall withint he scope oft he subjects upon which 
the police* power of the state is ordinarily 
exerted. The only issue arising here grows 
out of an act in the lawful use of property, 
and is, did the carner charge too much? 
The carrier claims tat the Iimits fixed by 
the statute is unreasonadiv low, and insists 
that its enforcement would destrov a proper- 
ty right, secured to it alike under the con- 
stitution and laws of the state and of the 
United States. Equity jurisprudence, and the 
statute alike, prescribe the mode in which the 
right of exacting the charge complained of 
can be tested. That matter is before a court 
of competent jurisdiction, and presented in 
the very form and mode which the statute 
preacribes for testing the question. The court 
in which the matter is pending has exclusive 
jurisdiction of it. The same right or conten- 
tion cannot be tried in anv other mode or in 
anv other court. Criminal prosecutions are 
rot authorized bv the law of the state for 
the settlement of such questions when they 
are already before a competent tribunal, in 
the mode and manner the state statutes pre- 
ecribe for testing the rates, and after thetr 
operation has been sustained. in the mode and 
upon the terms prescribed bv the statute it- 
eelf, as well as under the equitv powers of 
fhe court. If criminal prosecutions can be 
maintained, notwithstanding. the complainant 
would be compelled to succumb and dose the 
henefit of anv right the law gave it in econ- 
testing in the court. It would have to engage 
in another contest which would Involve the en- 
tire destruction of its local business. 

Is it possible, under the law of the land, 
that where the mere right to make a particu- 
lar charge for a service or use of property Is 
being tried in the courts of the country, as 
the law fixine the rate itself provides, that 
the legislature merely by denouncing the mak- 
ing of the charge a crime. can put the carrier 
or person bevond the pale of the protection 
of a court of equity, which in everv other 
cage has the right to intervene to vnrevent a 
multiplicitv of sults and irreparable iniury, 
alike to the suitor and public, in the enjoy- 
ment of a franchise to operate a railroad 
over a thousand miles long. the orderly trans- 
action of whose business so deeply concerns 
the welfare and heppiness of the people aiong 
its lines? Must the court before which the 
question is lawfully pending. be stripped of 
jurisdiction to proceed, or, what !s the same 
thing. its orders be frustrated and defeated 
before it can get the requisite evidence to 
pees finally upon the right so that the right 
adjudged may be worthless by prosecutions 
for so-called violations of the criminal laws 
of the state? Must the carrier. when the 
operation of the very law under which the 
prosecution is attempted has not only been 
suspended but enjoined bv a court uf compe- 
tent authoritv, be stripped of protection. and 
its business destroyed, and injury § inflicted 
upon the public. by the arrest of its em- 
plovees whenever any of them are employed 
with reference to intrastate transactions” 
Thousands of such acts are performed by com- 
plainant’s employees every day. If the pen- 
alties prescribed could be enforced, they would 
soon eat up the entire property involved. and 
run up into the millions. Can it he possible 
thit engineers and train men. whose duties 
frequently relate alike to domestic and 
state commerce, can be taken from the trains 
at every station. and trains hindered and de- 
laved. and the lives of travelers, both state 
and interstate. imperiled by the resulting 
confusion tn the movement of opposing trains, 
and the malls of the United States and inter- 
state commerce be delaved and interfered 
with by such constant arrests. and vet never- 
theless there is no power in this land of ours 
which can lawfully stretch out Its arm and

Fortunately for the public and private in- 
terests concerned, the pathway of the court 
of equity in such a case as this has been 
beaten plain by text writers, the decisions of 
many of the highest courts of the state, and 
by repeated adjudications of. the supreme 
court of the United States. A court of equity 
has the undoubted power to restrain by in- 
junction the Institution of criminal proceed- 
ings when they are instituted or threatened, 
under coler of an invalid statute, or without 
any warrant In law, for the purpose of com- 
pelling the relinquishment:’ of a property right. 
See: Reagan vs. Trust Co., 184 UV. S., 362: 
Smyth vs. Ames, 169 U. S., 466: Mississipp! 
Railroad Commiesion vs. Illinois Central R. R. 
Co., 208 U. S., 341: Prout vs. Starr, 188 1. S., 
537; Davis, etc. vs. Los Angeles, 189 U. S., 
217: Dobbins vs. Los Angeles, 195 U. S., 223;

The supreme court of the United States has 
spoken in no uncertain terms on this subject. 
In Davis vs. Los Angeles, 188 U. S., Supra, 
it said: “It would seem if there were juris- 
diction In a court of equity to enjoin the tfn- 
vasion of property rights, through the instru- 
mentality of an unconstitutional law, that the 
jurisdiction could not be ousted by the fact 
that the state had chosen to assert its power 
to enforce the statute by Indictment or other 
criminal proceeding. Springhead Spinning Co. 
.vs. Ridley, L. R., 6 Eq., 51, 6868."’ In the 
case thus cited by the supreme court as au- 
thority for the statement !t made on this 
point, the vice-chancellor said: ‘‘The jurts- 
diction of this court is to protect property, 
and it will interfere by injunction to stay 
any proceedings, whether connected with 
crime or not, which go to the immediate. or 
tend to the ultimate destruction of property, 
or make it less valuable for use and occupa- 
tion.’’ In Dobbins vs. Los Angeles, 195 U. &.. 
241, the supreme court declares “it is well 
settled that where property rights will be de- 
stroyed, unlawful interference by criminal pro- 
ceedings under a void law or ordinance, may 
be reached and controlled by the decree of a 
court of equity.’’ In Prout vs. Starr, 188 U. 
S., 544 the same question is discussed in re- 
lation to the power of the court of equity to 
restrain the attorney general of a state, by 
injunctiin of the United States court, ‘‘from 
|enforcing the criminal laws of the state,’’ and 
notwithstanding the attorney general's pro- 
test, he was enjoined from enforcing the 
criminal laws of the state, because the su- 
preme court was of the opinion that the stat- 
ute was void. That case was the sequel of 
[the case of Smyth against Ames, in which the 
supreme court affirmed a judgment of the cir- 
cuit court which In limine enjoined the exe- 
cution of the ‘‘criminal laws’’ of Nebraska, 
regarding the violation of rates prescribed by 
its statute. The case of Prout vs. Starr cites 
Fitts against McGhee, 172 U. S., 516, and de- 
parts from it, Mr. Justice Harlan concurring 
in the latter case, though ‘‘not In all the 
reasoning of the opinion.’” and his concurring 
opinion is in effect a quasi dissent from a 
decision which was really a material departure 
from what was decided in Fitts against Mc- 
'Ghee. The supreme court, in Prout against 
Starr. supra, speaks of the right of the elr- 
cult eourt to prevent ‘‘the transfer of the 
verv matter brought for judgment in a fed- 
eral court to the state court.’’ a course which 
the supfeme court said ‘‘might bring on con- 
flict hetween the courts and create the con- 
fusion so deprecated bv this court. Peck vs. 
Jenness, 18 How., 265." Here, as there. the 
court had acquired jurisdiction to decide the 
property right involved. the right to make the 
change, on the filing of the bill, and its juris- 
diction could not ‘“‘be defeated or impalred by 
the institution of subsequent proceedings. 
whether civil or criminal. involving the same 
legal questions in the state court. Harkrader 
Wadlev, 172 U. S. 148.’’ 


Position of Supreme Court. 


Aside from this, no court has been more 
pronounced than the supreme court of the 
United States, in holding that when the very 
same right was before a state or United States 
court for adjudication, that no ‘‘other court. 
by a criminal prosecution or otherwise,’’ could 
‘transfer the decision of that matter from the 
‘court which first obtained jurisdiction, to any 
‘other court. It has more than once quoted, 
with approval. the observation of Lord Hard- 
'wick in the Mayor vs. Pilkington. 2 Atkins. 
'$02. where Lord Hardwick said in reference 
| to an order he made enjoining a criminal 
|} prosecution: “The court granted an order to 
stay the proceedings because the qnestion of 
'right was pending in a court in order to de- 
termine the right. and therefore i¢ was rea- 
|sonable they should not proceed by action or 
\indictment until it was determined.”’ 
| In all the decisions of the supreme court on 
ithis question, it is emphatic in holding that 
lwhere the very matter upon which the element 
of crime is based, and the right to do that 
act. ts before a competent court. which has 
juriediction to decide ft, nv other court can af- 
terward test the matter by a criminal or 
civil proceeding of any other court. It fs to 
be observed aiso of Fitts against McGhee,

If such a law. as we 
now have. had been in force, it is clear from 
all of Justice Harlan’s opinions, that he would

Such is the unbroken 
teaching of the supreme court of the United 
States on this point, to quote from numerous 
decisions: ‘‘When a state court and a court 
of the United States may each take jurisdic- 
tlon of a matter, the tribunal whose jurisdic- 
tion first attaches holds it to the exclusion of 
every other until the duy is fully performed 
and the jurisdiction is exhausted: and this 
rule applies alike in both civil and criminal 
cases.’" Among the more prominent decisions 
in which this doctrine is firmly insisted upon, 
and courts of the state and federal court® 
alike sometimes rebuked for failure to observe 
the rule, are: 
Freeman v. Howe, 24 How. 450: Buck v. 
Colbath, 3 Wall. 884; Taylor v. Taintor. 18 
Wall, 386; Ex Parte Crouch. 112 U. Ss. 178. 
The supreme court of the United States has 
also held in repeated decisions, which are

is no law in force under which com- 
plainants are liable to prosecution for not 
charging the rates fixed by statutes for 
freight and passengers. These statutes have 
been suspended and enjoined, and are not in 
force now. The statute which provides pains 
and penalties and forfeitures .for doing domes- 
tic business because of the institution of the 
suit testing rates in this court, Is uncon- 
stitutional a vold.

IS REARRANGED 


RUSSIAN BASES CHANGED 


Russia, as a Result of the Japanese 
War, Is Gradually Rearranging 
Her Military Dispositions 
in the Far East—Will 
Build Railway. 


Washington, August !8—Russia is 
Sradually but most thoroughly reai- 
her military dispositions and 
fortified bases in the Far East as a 
result of the late war, according to 
late mail advices from that quarter uf 
the globe. Formerly Harbin was the 
center of the defensive system of si- 
beria, but the displacement of the Rus- 
sians on the Lian tung peninsular by 
the Japanese and the occupancy by the 
latter of the important spur from the 
trans-Siberian railroad running south- 
ward to Dalny has made the existing 
Russian lines of defense unsafe and 
particularly is the only great Pacific 
seaport, Vladivostok, endangered so far 
as concerns the line of communication 
with Siberia and Russia overland. 

Therefore, according to these advices 
by mail, the Russians have removed 
their military base back into Siberia as 
far indeed as the great town of Irkutsk, 
which is to be defensively fortified with 
the town Chita as an advance station. 
To carry out the plan for the improve- 
ment of the communications of Viaedi. 
vostok, it will be necessary to con- 
Struct another line of railroad to con- 
nect Chita with that fortified seaport, 
which in the Russian plans, is eventu- 
ally to be made even more impregnabie 
than Port Arthur was supposed to ba 
This railway will be located in the 
valley of the Amur river, running as 
far westward as Khabarovska, where 
it is to connect with the Usuri railway.

By the legal order of things the house 
had the general tax act and the gen 
eral appropriations bill, first. 

Tax Act Causes Prolonged Session. 

The general tax act Was the bone ol 
contention which swung the session far 
into Sunday morning. It was that litti* 
section of this important measure which 
placed a tax on social clubs keeping 
intoxicants in lockers. By reason of tne 
close relation to the subject matter it 
was swung into another prohibition fight 
and it looked as though an extra session 
would be necessary to get this clause 
accepted by both houses. 

Sunday morning at 3:15 it was agreed 
to tax these locker clubs $500 instead 
of $300 as proposed by Mr. Wright in 
the house or $10,000 as proposed by the 
senate. This compromise was not ef- 
fected until the general assembly Was 
worn out, tired and sleepy. 

The greatest loop-the-loop of the ses- 
sion took place in the house on this 
bill in regard to the income tax PpTfo- 
posed for all public utilities. 

The governor sent a special message 
to the veneral assembly asking [tor an 
ircome tax on all railroads in the state, 
A 8s “tion to the act taxing all public 
utili \s, ineluding railroads, was offered 
and ter much debate was voted down, 
The nouse declared against income 
taxes. An amendment to the act calling 
for an income tax on the manufactur 
ers of soda fount sirups was Offered 
and voted down. 

The next day a second section to the 
act was offered eliminating certain util- 
ities, short telephone lines, water power 


companies and the like, but imposing

The general assembly also failed to 
create a board of legislative inquiry as 
provided for in the resolution by Mr. 

The 
commission was to take evidence, testi- 
mony and suggestions and the like 
with a view to reporting suitable meas- 
ures for correcting the existing insur- 
ance laws of Georgia. 

The committees, both from the house 
and senate, worked harder than usual 
this year and there are hundreds of 
bills favorably reported which were 
never placed upon their passage. 

Notable among these are the pure 
election measures by Mr. Wright of 
Richmond; to prohibit the purchase 
and sale of ballots; to prohibit corpor- 
ate contributions to campaign purposes; 
to make candidates file an temized 
statement of campaign expenses.

Candler, of DeKalb, was accepted, and 
the bill passed in a single day, an un- 
heard of event, 

School Fund Is Raised. 

The house refused to raise the com- 
mon school fund to $2,000,000, but when 
the senate stood out for that amount 
for 1908, instead of $1,850,000, as fixed 
in the house, the house concurred, as it 
did for several other minor appropria- 
tions. 

This disposed of the genera] measures 
of great importance to be acted upon. As 
a reinforcer of the prohibition law the 
house Saturday night passed the bill 
which prohibits the sale of narcotics, 
except on  ~physicians’ prescriptions. 
But the bill by Mr. Mundy, of 
Polk, making it a felony instead of a 
misdemeanor to sell intoxicants, pro- 
hibited by law, was not passed.

THE AMERICAN HOME 


Eloquent Words of Rev. Caleb A. Ridley, Who Is 
Filling the Pulpit of Dr. Len G, Broughton 
During His Absence. 


A beautiful pen picture of “The Ameri- 
can Home” is that of Rev. Caleb A. 
Ridley, of Live Oak, Fla., who is filling 
the pulpit of Dr. Len G.. Broughton dur- 
ing his absence from the city: 

“rT love to grow reminiscent, and for 
a little while walk amid the beehives 
and rose blossoms of my boyhood home. 
Not until the river of memory has 
emptied itself into the sea of forgetul- 
ness shall we cease being thankful for 


gthe myriad memories that so often span 


the gulf of buried years and lead us 
back to the old home among the moun- 
tains of North Carolina. It was poor— 
indeed, very poor, but it was home. It 
was the place whede we all came to- 
gether after the adventures, and de- 
feats, and victories of the day. Yes, 
sometimes there was a babble of human 
voices and perhaps a _ confusion of 
tongues, but childish laughter and 
childish song never gives forth one grat- 
He whose blood boils and 
whose nerves tremble at the blending 
of child voices is to be pitied. He is 
either sick or bordering on insanity. It 
is these little ones with their little 
hearts tuned to the notes of peace and 
joy, blending their melody with that 
of the birds, and watched by the quick 
and anxious eye of a Christian woman— 
a wife and a mother—it is these that 
make home heaven for us. 

“Begin with the first letter in our al- 
phabet and follow the paths of our philo- 
logy from its incipiency until it cul- 
minates in verbal accuracy and mature 
strength in English metaphysics, and 
the sweetest word on every page is 
‘home.’ You may begin with the first 
sketch of profane history that ever drip- 
ped from mortal pen, and read them all 
down to ‘The Story of France,’ or the 
still more interesting Story of ‘Ameri- 
ca. by our own Watson, of Georgia, and 
still the most fascinating line in all the 
books is that line wherein ‘home’ is 
written. If vou could read all our 
dramas and all our prose, and all our 
poetry, still the sweetest line and most 
charming sentiment would be ‘Home, 
Sweet Home.’ 

“Go stand on the battlefield and talk 
with the. sentinel soldier, as in the face 
of feathery snowflakes he faces his mid- 
night rounds, and he will tell you that 
home is the central gem where a thou- 
sand jewels cluster—that. about it cling 
the associated memories of life. 

My Vision of Home. 

“Speak to me of home and there rises 
before me a vision more glorious than 
ever Milton dreamed, or Raphael pen- 
ciled. I see the old log house by the 
country roadside; with the big front 
yard pressed by feet now stilled. and 
stiffened beneath the grave. I see the 
cherry trees, beaded with luscious ber- 
ries and trembling under the ripple of a 
mockingbird’s matchless music. I ,see 
the old willow, as it weeps over the 
spring shut in between walls of rock 
and downy moss, with the silvery branch 
ruffled with ground ivy and morning

Sarnames of Royalty.

The origin of most royal houses was similar 
throughout Europe, and king and their fami- 
lies, speaking broadly, never had or used 
surnames. They signed their Christian names 
alone. So universally was this the case that 
it became rfgid etiquette that a person of 
royal birth should not use a surname. though 
there have been numbers of cases of dynas- 
ties, like our own Stuarts, like the Bernadotte 
dynasty of Sweden or like the Bonaparte 
family, who unquestionably and indubitably 
had inherited surnames.

How it is that vanadium when intro- 
duced as an alloy into steel and iron 
can make it harder and Stronger, yet 
make it more ductile and less brit- 
tle, is &@ paradoxical mystery that the 
metallurgists do not explain.

To the layman’s query 
of “What does it do to the metal?”

A 
series of pictures are in the possession 
of the American Locomotive Automo- 
bile Company which show the mole- 
cular structure of various high carbon 
steels and of the vanadium steel that 
is used throughout in the Berliet car. 
The great difference in the exhibits is 
that the vanadium steel shows a much 
closer molecular structure and less 
irregularity of interstice. The photos 
taken under the microscope indicate 
that the vanadium acts as a sort of 
binder between the irregularly ar- 
ranged atoms of steel, or a molecular 
cement, so to speak,

COLD STORAGE 
FOR PEACHES 


Pre-Cooling System Will In- 
crease Value of the 
Crop. 


Despite the short peach crop in Geor- 
gia this year, the growers who were 80 
fortunate as to have good yields have 
not profiteg thereby to so great an ex- 
tent as they should. The early fruit at 
Fort Valley and Marshallville brought 
record rrices, but wrecks, delays, car 
shortags and other ruinous features 
made the returns from the Elberta crop 
comparatively small. As Elbertas com- 
prise 75 per cent of the Georgia peach 
trees in bearing orchards, it is evident 
that little money has been made this 
year. The Georgia peach has the short- 
est marketing life of any shipping fruit 
and anything that tends to lengthen 
this is of interest to growers and the 
state generally. George D. Lowe, edi- 
tor of “‘Ice,”’ the trade paper of the ice 
and refrigerator industry, makes some 
suggestions in the August issue of that 
publication which are interesting. Mr. 
Lowe says: ‘2 

“At Bullochville, Ga., the Pine Moun: 
tain Fruit Company is building a |2-ton 
cold storage vlant (for precooling 
peaches before shipment to distant muar- 
kets. This information is conveyed to 
‘Ice’ in a letter from Mr. J. J. Strara- 
han, president of the Orchard Com- 
pany. 

“Before Mr. Stranahan’s letter had 
reached this department the writer had 
been making some investigations along 
this line with a view of interesting 
peach’ growers in building precooling 
plants. He was unaware that one oc 
the leading growers in the state was 
already moving in the matter. Mr. 
Stranahan is to be congratulated for 
pioneering a most valuable feature 
which means much to fruit gowers in 
the south. 

“J. H. Bahrenburk, one of the largest 
commission merchants in New York 
city, who has this year bought nearly 
150 cars of Georgia peaches on the 
trees, tells the writer that pre- cooling | 
would mean the addition of at least 50| 
cents to the value of every case of| 
peaches shipped trom Georgia, and that| 
in wet seasons the safe carrying of 
peaches would be gractically guaran- 
teed This last feature is of inestima- 
ble value. | 

**Mr. Bahrenburg put 250,000 er ope 
of apples in coig storage last winter. 
He estimates that a case of peaches, 
can be precooled for five cents, but his 
estimate is doubtless based on his ex- 
perience with much larger plants than 
would be used for this purpose in the, 
south. At ten cents the case the bus-; 
iness would be profitable to the plant 
and immensely so to the growers. 

“An average crop of peaches in Geor- | 
gia is 3,000 cars or 1,500,000 cases, Pre-| 
cooling an average crop would increase) 
its value $750,000. In a good year the 
state should produce 5,000 cars or 2,500, 
000 cases, on which the saving would 
be $1,250,000. Where .is there such a 
magnificent opportunity for investment 
as exists right here? Precooling would 
treble the marketing life of the peach, 
which is the most perishable cof fruits, 
and would make the distribution widcr 
and the demand better. Georgia peaches 
have been kept tn cold storage in New 
York for six weeks and sold for six! 
dollars a case. When precooled, peaches 
are stable goods and do not have to be 
thrown on the market whether there is

“There should be  precooling 
storage plants at the following places in 
Georgia alone, te say nothing of other 
states: Americus, Albany, for cante- 
loupes; Marshalliville, Montezuma, Fort 
Valley, Reynolds, Barnesville, Forsyth, 
Marietta. Rome, Dalton, Adairsville, 
ang a number of other peach shipping 
points of less importance A plant in 
every one of these places could operate 
profitably in the peach deal, and during 
the rest of the year a good business 
could be done on miscellaneous storage. 
Enough meat is lost every winter in 
Georgia to keep a hundred local cold 
storage plants busy. The south must 
take advantage of the wonderful facil- 
ities afforded by the modern small cold;

Saving Wood Buffalo. 
(From Forest and Stream.) 

Increase in the bounty to be paid on 
wolves is one of the suggestions made 
looking toward the putting an end 1.0 
destruction by wolves of the wood buf- 
falo, which still range on Ueace river 
and Slave river, and about which the 
feeling ir. the United States as well as 
in Canada is becoming very strong. It 
is thought by some people that such ac- 
tion might induce more people to en- 
gage in the pursuit of killing them. 

As has been more than once shown, 
bounties fail to accomplish the object 
for which they are established. We re- 
cently heard of a case where a club in 
Michigan in order to protect the deer 
on its preserves had offered a bounty of 
not less than $50 on wolves, but the 
net result in two years was the killing 
of only sixteen wolves, an absurdly 
small number. It is quite clear that 
something more radical than this must 
be undertaken, and that something is 
likely to be in the line of Vernon Bai- 
ley’s recommendation to destroy the 
wolves, old and ycung, at the time when 
the young are born. 

At present:in the Canadian northwest, 
a bounty of $5 a head is paid for each 
wolf. Persons killing wolves must pre- 
sent their claims to the officials of the 
mounted police and often wait a consid- 
erable time before they can collect their 
money. This delay tends to discourage 
those who might otherwise make a bus- 
iness of wolf killing. The traders in 
the north wish the government to make 
the bounty on wolves $10 each and to 
give authority-to anw recognized trader 
or Hudson Bay official to pay this 
amount when the specified part of the 
animal is produced. E. Nagal, now .in 
Edmonton, who has recently come in 
from the north, declares that prompt 
action is necessary if the Peace riggs 
herd is to be protected. He estimates 
the herd at slightly over 400 individu- 
als. He declares that wolves are be- 
coming more numerous in the prov- 
inces. 


Decline in Chinese Commerce. 

Consul W. T. Gracey, of Tsingtau., reports 
that trade depression in China in the early 
part of the year is reflected in the January- 
March Customs Gazette, the figures in this 
volume showing a revenue for the first three 
months of this year of over a million taeis 
(1 tael—80 cents gold) less than during the 
same period last year. The setback from last 
year’s returns is an indication that the con- 
dition of foreign trade is not so healthy as 
the rapid growth of the foreign commercial 
community at Chinese porte would indicate, 
The principal falling off has been in the im- 
port trade, the returns for which are 626,617 
taels less than last year. In cotton plece 
goods there was considerable variation in the 
Shanghai market, India goods disappearing 
from me of the lists and American goods 
showing a large decline.

CARE AND DISPOSAL OF DEAD 
BY FRENCH BURIAL SYSTEM 


In reply to an inquiry from the Mas- 
Sachusetts Cremation Society, and for 
the information of the large, number of 
Americans who visit or resiae more or 
less permanently in Paris, the follow- 
ing report, summarizing tne formalities 
and conditions which pertain to the 
burial, cremation, embalming, and trana- 
portation of the remains of persons who 
die within the city and district of Paris, 
is submitted by Consul Genera] Frank 
H. Mason: 

Prior to January |, 1907, the burial or 
other disposal of the dead in Paris was 
entrusted to a corporation under mu- 
nicipal control, known as the ‘“‘Pompes 
Funebres,”” which provided all the 
paraphernalia of funeral services, inter- 
ments, etc., under an elaborate tariff of 
fees, graded to fit the several classes of 
funerals of persons of different social 
and financia] condition. Since the be- 
ginning of the present year this function 
has been assumed by the municipality 
of Paris, which now deals directly with 
the undertakers, of whten there are 
about 40 in the city, and wno obtain 
from the municipal bureau coffins of 
various classes, bearers, transport 
wagons, and carriages for funerals, as 
well as pallbearers and all the material 
requisite for draping of houses of mourn- 
ing. 

Avoidance of Extortion. 


The prices which the undertakers pay 
for all these things are mxea by ordin- 
ance and are therefore untform, but 
their charges to tne family or estate of 
the deceased includes a great many ad- 
ditional] items and are tn many cases 
based on the supposed ability or wil- 
lingness of the surviving relatives to 
pay. It is here that the opportunities 
for extortion occur and lead to abuses, 
of which Americans, in common with 
other foreigners, have frequent cause to 
comphain. 

When a death occurs in Parts, whether 
in a hotel, hospital, boarding house, or 
private dwelling, it is required that the 
fact shall be at once reportea to the 
authorities of the arrondissement, or 
precinct, in which the decease has taken 
place. Through this report or by some 
private channel, an un@ertaxer who 
learns of the death usually appears on 
the scene and presents nitmself to the 
stricken family as the representative of 
the municipailty who will take charge 
of all necessary arrangements for the 
disposal of the remains. Foreigners un- 
der these circumstances are apt to 
place the whole business unreservedly 
in the hands of the undertaker, leaving 
him practically with a free hand as to 
the means to be employed and the ex- 
penees incurred. As ignorance In such 
cases is apt to be costly, the following 
facts are worthy of consideration by 
those to whom the subject may have @ 


personal interest. 
Cremation. 
There is at the cemetery or Pere La- 
chaise, in Paris, a crememrory, at which 
the body of any person who dies in 


France, from any cause except suicide 


port or other document excepting 4 
physician’s certificate establishing the 
cause and place of death. 

A person traveling alone should, as 
a matter of precaution, carry with his 
passport and other personal papers a 
written request specifying, in the event 
of death, what disposition shall be 
made of his remains. In the absence 
of some controlling reason to the con- 
trary this wish is uniformly respected, 
provided sufficient funds or credit is 
available to meet the expenses which 
would be thereby involved. If a physi- 
cian 1 sin attendance a verbal request 
made to him by the patient is generally 
sufficent to decide what aispositon shall 
be made of the body after death. 


Necessary Expenses. 


The necessary expense of cremation 
at Pere Lachaise vady according to 
class, from 50 to 200 francs ($10 to 640). 
This covers simply the process of in- 
cineration, the placing of the ashes in 
an urn and, if desired, its deposit for 
a period of five years in a niche of the 
Columbarium, a mortuary building at 
Pere Lachaise which is specially de- 
signed for that purpose. 

Besiaes the charge for incineration, 
there is payable a fee of $3 to the offi- 
cal who is in charge of the process 
and the same sum for the six bearers 
who carry the coffin from the hearse 
to the crematory. The conffin is of 
wood, and costs from $2 for a plain 
box to $!0 for a casket grained and 
varnished to resemble oak. The urn in 
which the ashes are to be inclosed costs 
from $2.50 for a plain earthenware jar 
to $24 for a marble vase. These charges 
are all fixed by ordinance, and crema- 
tion is the most convenient and inex- 
pensive method of disposing of the 
bodies of strangers who die in Paris. 
Cost of Conveying Cremation Urns 

to America. 

The transportation of ashes to the 
Unitea States involves the following 
functions and expenses: 

(a) A permit from the family of the 
deceased, written on stamped paper, 
authorizing a specified undertaker to 
take possession of the urn containing 
the ashes and to send the same to the 
United States. 

(b) A similar written application from 
the family, a responsible friend, or 
the administrator of the estate of the 
deceased, addressed to the superin- 
tendent of the cemetery of Pere La- 
Chaise, requesting permission for the 
ashes to be removed. 

The urn containing the ashes is then 
inclosed at the cemetery, and in the 
presence of a commissary of police, in 
@ wooden box, to which the commissary 
affixes his official seal. It is then 
taken in a “fourgon,” or closed hearse, 
to the railway station, and sent alone 
in a special car to Havre, Cherbourg, 
or other seaport, whence shipment is 
to be made to America.

Transportation of Bodies 

United States. 

The majority of Americans whose 
relatives die in Paris require the re- 
mains to be sent for final interment in 
their native land. Although not abso- 
lutely necessary it is advisable, par- 
ticularly during the summer, that in 
such cases the body should be em- 
balmed. This is done by an authorized 
physician and, if ordered through a 
reasonable undertaker, should cost from 
$150 to $200. Otherwise, as no fixed 
rate exists, the fee charged for em- 
balming the body of an American sup- 
posed to have been wealthy may be 
any sum up to $1,000, and even more. 

The law prescribes that bodies, to be 
transported by rail or other public 
conveyance to a point in France, shall 
be incloséd in a w6oden coffin lined 
with a zinc casket that can be hermet- 
ically sealed. For shipment to a 
foreign country the interior coffin 
must be of lead. An ordinary wooden 
coffin of this kind, with leaden interior 
casket lined with wood, should cost 
about 450 francs ($87). A coffin of the 
better class, viz, oak, with silver- 
plated handles, engraved name plate, 
and the interior leaden casket lined 
with silk, should range from 700 to 800 
francs ($135 to $154).

Trinity, Avenue de l’Alma, and the 
American church at No. 2! Rue de 
Berri, both of which have mortuary 
chapels in which the bodies of Ameri- 
can citizens may be deposited for a 
nominal fee to await burial er ship- 
ment to the Unted States. 

When so transported the coffin is 
taken from the church to the station in 
a hearse provided by the municipality 
and put into a special car, where it is 
inclosea in a heavy wooden case for 
shipment by sea. The cost of this 
transfer, including hearse, pallbearers, 
box, police attendance, etc.,. is about 
$40, and the subsequent expenses are 
as follows: Special car from Paris to 
Cherbourg, $22; lighter and other 
charges at Cherbourg, $6; special car 
from Paris to port at Havre, $13.50, 
and steamship to New York, $1!06. 

Interment in a Paris Cemetery. 

This involves the purchase of a 
grave, which costs for a term of five 
years, according to the cemetery and 
location therein, about 50 francs; the 
same for thirty years, 317 francs, and 
for a perpetual title, 527 francs, or a 
little more than $!00. This is for an 
ordinary space, 2 meters in length by 
| in width (6 |-2 by 2 1-3 feet). in a 
cemetery outside the fortification of 
Paris. Cemeteries within the walls 
are reserved for permanent inhabitants 
of the city who require concessions in 
perpetuity. 

These may be accepted as the mini- 
mum expenses and formalities involved 
when the arrangements are in compe- 
tent hanas and are managed through- 
out honestly and in good faith. The 
most important fact, however, is that 
both the American churches in Paris, 
as well asthe British church in the Rue 
d’Aguesseau, have as sextons capable 
and trustworthy men, fully qualified as 
undertakers, and who manage all the 
details incident to the preparation of 
the dead for burial, cremation or trans- 
portation, removal to the vault of the 
church, transportation to other coun- 
tries, and procure the necessary official 
permits for each stage of.either pro- 
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cess, etc., 
and satisfactory manner. 

It is important that Americans trav- 
eling abroad, especially if they are 
without personal acquaintance or full 
knowledge of local conditions, should 
in the event of serious iliness notify 
the nearest American consulate in or- 
der that in the event of death the sur- 
vivors may be advised and assisted in 
providing for the dignified and proper 
disposal of their dead. 

The recognition accordea to a con- 
sular officer in foreign countries ren- 
ders his judgment and assistance under 
such circumstances effective and valu- 
able. and the fulfillment of such ser- 
vices are among his recognized duties 
to his fellow countrymen. 


RADIUM AS A CURATIVE. 


Special Chemical Laboratory and 


Sanitarium in Bohemia. 

Consul Thomas H. Norton, of Chemnitz, re- 
ports that the growing importance of radium 
as a therapeutic agent has led the manage- 
ment of the Imperial Uranium works, in St. 
Joachimsthal, Bohemia, to construct a special 
laboratory for the industrial production of 
radium compounds. The consul continues: 

‘‘The uranium ores of this locality contain 
higher percentages of this mysterious ele- 
ment than any other known deposits thus far 
investigated. The ores and the residues from 
the uranium extraction have hitherto been 
treated chiefly at Paris, where the method 
of isolating the minute traces of radium was 
perfected by Mme. Curle and her lately de- 
ceased husband. There will be manifest ad- 
vantages in carrying out the extraction at the 
place of origin, in view of the enormous 
amounts of rock required for the production 
of a tiny fragment of a radium salt. 

‘Interesting likewise is the fact that an ex- 
tensive sanglariem’ is being erected in the 
same locality, where patients can take baths 
in the water pumped from the uranium mines, 
This water seems to be sufficiently charged 
with radium compounds in solution to exert 
a distinct therapeutic action, and physicians 
have already begun to prescribe its use.’’ 


GERMAN COMPETITIVE RESTRICT 
Case at Law Shows How Manufac- 
turers Are Protected. 


Consul General Richard Guenther sends the 
following report from Frankfort on the re- 
strictive law in Germany covering competi- 
tion among factories: 

“An Austrian merchant was recently con- 
victed in the crimnal court at Konstanz, 
Germany, of having violated the law against 
illicit competition. He was sentenced to im- 
prisonment for three months. This foreign 
merchant, who intended to establish in Aus- 
tria a factory for preserving vegetables, had 
come to Singen and approached the employee 
otf a similar factory there, trying to induce 
him to reveal the business methods, technical 
appliances and manner of production in vogue 
in the establishment; also where the supplies 
in raw materials were obtained. and the 
names of the customers of the factory. He 
offered money gratuities to the employee, 
who was a sort of foreman, and promised 
him a better paying position in his factory 
in Austria. 

‘Some of our American manufacturers are 
very enterprising and occasionally—when in 
Europe—seek to obtain information by per- 
sonal efforts. The case cited may be useful 
in cautioning personal investigators to be 
very circumspect, s0 as not to violate exist- 
ing laws in foreign countries.’’

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RUST IN COTTON. 

A. A. T., Winder, Ga.—I have some 
dark sandy land and when I pliant it in 
cotton most of the time the rust strikes 
it about the 20th of July and gets 
worse till it injures fully half. It is 
a small place, suppose one acre. Please 
advise in next paper and oblige. How 
can I stop that rust now? How can 

prevent it next year? Advice will 
be appreciated. 


Anewer—It is generally conceded that a 
fertilizer containing a high percentage of 
potash in the form of kainit will tend to pre- 
vent rust in cotton. For instance a fertilizer

After burning, a 
one-horse plow is run once around each 
row, making a backfurrow between the 
rows and leaving a strip of old plants 
about four inches wide. I do not usual- 
ly begin cultivation until after a rain 
has settled the plowed ground down 
firm so that {t will not tear up the 
trash, but eventually the furrow is cul- 
tivated down smooth, the new piants. 
setting thickly in the loose earth and 
making a row almost equal to a newly 
set field. A mulch of horse manure is 
applied in December of as soon as the 
ground is frozen sufficiently to bear a 
team. This furnishes plant food in 
abundance for the future crop, but it 
also seeds the ground pretty thick with 
grass, so that the field must be all 
plowed up at the end of the second 
fruiting season, which is usually done 
and potatoes, corn or beans planted.

HORSE DOES NOT SWEAT FREELY. 


J. B. B., Govan, S. C—I have a horse 
about 8 years of age which does not 
sweat freely and I am writing you in 
inquiry of a treatment, thinking this 
very peculiar of him. He has been in 
this condition for about four weeks. I 
am feeding him on corn fodder and 
oats. It is natural with this animal to 
sweat freely. Please publish this and 
give me your opinion as to the cause 
and your treatment, through this de- 
partment and in the Tri-Weekly issue. 

Answer—Give your horse a purge of say 6 
or 8 drams (according to size) of aloes in a 
drench. Dissolve the aloes in a pint of hot 
water, add $ pints of cold water and drench. 
When it has operated have ready a mixture 
of 4 ounces each of powdered saltpeter and 
copperas; divide into twenty-four does and 
give a dose morning and night in a bran 
mash. Stop feeding corn awhile and confine 
mart grain to oats and give plenty of green 
ood. 


SORE EY COWS. 


W. A. Hunt, Hayesville, N. C.—I will 
ask some advice of you in regard to a 
cow of mine. The trouble seems to be 
entirely in her head and she was affect- 
ed in the same manner this time last 
summer, although she has a young calf 
this season, but had no calf last year. 
Her eyes “water” very much and she 
seems almost blind at times, and holds 
her head in a way to indicate she is 
suffering from it. Her eyes are also 
badly swollen. She seems to be in good | 
condition otherwise, and her calf is| 

. } 
large and strong as she gives a reason-| 
able amount of rich milk; yet I can 
see she fails some in her milk, when 
her head seems worse. Would be glad 
if you could tell me what the disease 
is and some remedy for it. I do not 
think it is hollow horn, or head, as 
she was dehorned several years ago. 

Answer—It is impracticable to diagnose this 
case with confidence, as the symptoms so far 
as given by you are not characteristic of any 
particular one of several affections of the 
eye—which I think is the seat of the trouble. 
It may be simple ophthamia, caused by 
something imbedded in the eyes, but it is not 
probable that both eyes would be injured at 
the same time. At any rate I would carefully 
examine the eyes and see if there is any 
foreign substance and remove the same. Dis- 
solve 20 grains of boracic acid in one ounce 
of freshly boiled water, add 20 drops of 
laudanum and put a few drops in each eye 
three or four times daily, using a camel’s- 
hair pencil or soft feather. Keep her in a 
cool, darkened stable and keep a cloth fas- 
tened to the stubs of horns so as to fall over 
the eyes and shade them, keeping the cloth 
wet with cold water during the day and re- 


moving it at night. : 
HBEMATURIA, OR BLOODY URINE. 


F. H. Cotton, Brooksville, Miss.—I have 
a five-year-old mule, and her kidneys 
are out of fix. Take her out and work 


her half a day, her urine is black. In 
the afternoon her urfme is black as wine. 
Sometimes it is worse than others. Has 
a good, appetite; eats up her feed. What 
do you think about the mule? You will 
oblige me very much by letting me hear 
from you at an early date. It seems ]ike 
I know you already, ‘I have read so 
many of your recipes in The Constitu- 
tion. 

Answer—lIt is probably a case of hematuria, 
or ‘‘bloody urine.’’ Give 1 ounce of pul- 
verized ginger in % gallon of water. Follow 
the action of the salts by giving 1 ounce eg ch 
of tincture of chloride of WK tincture of 
ginger and tincture of gentian in % pint of, 
water three times a day. Boiled flaxseed 
mixed with bran is god if the cow will eat it. 
Give plenty of cool water and allow her any- 
thing she may want to eat. Stop feeding cot- 
ton seed or cotton meal tor a time if she has 
been feeding on it. r 

PROBABLY CATARRH OF COW. 

Subscriber, Gibsland, La.—I have a cow 
with which there is something wrong. 
For the past four days it seems difficult 
for her to breathe. At first I thought 
it was choked, but I have since found 
out that she can eat and drink and 
seems to be hearty. Thereis a discharge 
from her nose like distemper. Do cows 
have distemper, like horses? Any infor- 
mation will be appreciated. 

Answer: Cattle are not subject to asatrangies 
(horse distemper). It is probably a case of 
simple catarrh, or cold. House the animal in 
a cool, well ventilated place, and give hot, 
medicated inhalations, such as holding a 
bucket half filled with boiling water with a 
few spoonfuls of turpentine in the water, un- 
der her nose, covering or wrapping around a 
blanket or cloth to keep in the vapor. Repeat 
as often as may be convenient. 

CHRONIC GARGET OF COW. 

M. Clark, White Pond, 8S. C.—I have a 
very valuable cow whose udder is in a 
strange condition. Have noticed it in

the milk. 


th two front teats only. They seem 
to be spoiled. The milk that comes from 
them is yellow, watery, with lumps like 
Clabber. I’ve pathed with salt water, 
but don’t seem ‘to help her. They get all 
right, apparently, for a few days; then 
they get bad and remain so for several 
days. They also seem to be drying up, 
while the two back teats seem to be per- 
fectly good, and she gives three times 
as much milk from them. This is her 
fifth calf, and she never was affected 
in this woy before. She's hearty and in 
fine condition. Her main feed is pea- 
vine hay, green. Her calf is ten months 
old. If there’s anything I can do to 
rid her of this trouble, it will be thank- 
fuliy received. Also, is the milk in her 
back teats pure and good? Have been a 
subscriber to the “Old Constitution’ for 
many years with much pleasure. 
Answer: So far from the udder being in a 
“strange condition,’’ the trouble is nothing 
more or less than garget, or inflammation of 
the udder, which, in the case of your cow, 
has become a chronic condition, the result of 
inattention or want of proper treatment in 
the early stages. This diseased or congested 
condition may be due to any one of a number 
of causes, such as a biow or kick on the 
udder, exposure to cold or wet, standing in 
a cold draft, lying with the udder on the cola 
ground, extreme or sudden changes in the 
weather, over-feeding on rich, albuminous 
food, like cotton seed or cotton meal, peas, 
and lastly not milking clean. First, give a

are Several kinds, including sweeney. If the 
lameness 1s in the shoulder joint the animal 
will stand with the knee and elbow bent for- 
ward resting the leg on the toe, the foot 
turned backward. If made to*move will drag 
the foot forward on the ground. If in walk- 
ing the foot 1s carried well forward the lame- 
ness is not in the shoulder. The essential 
part of treatment is absolute rest. A lame 
horse should not be required to work, not 
even ridden, if a cure is desired. If there is 
pain and swelling foment with hot water 
three or four times a day for half hour at a 
time. After each bathing apply a little of a 
lotion of half ounce of sugar of lead, two 
ounces of laudanum and one quart of water. 
Shake well before applying. After three or 
four days of this treatment, or after the 
soreness has been removed, or if there be no 
soreness, rub twice a day with strong soap 
lindment. If this does not relieve rub in once 
a week a little of an ointment made by mix- 
ing two drams of cautharides and one ounce 
of lard and give complete rest. 


WARBLES IN CATTLE. 

C. A. Sprague, Anniston, Ala.—By the 
Way, I have noticed. that you state the 
way warbles get in cattle’s backs is by 
the way of the neck, through bones, sin- 
ews, etc. I kfiow that Salmon, chief of 
the bureau of animal industry, made a 
guess of that sort, but stated that he 
could never find any on the journey. If 
you will cover the shoulders and part of 
the back with something the files cannot 
pierce you will not find any under such 
covering. The cows, in fighting off the 
flies, leave the live larvae on the back 
and they get in where the flies have 
penetrated the skin. You can soon sat- 
isfy yourself by trying the experiment. 
ment. 

Answer—It was not ‘‘Salmon, chief of anl- 
mal industry,’’ that made the ‘‘guess,’’ as 
you term it, but Dr. Cooper Curtice—accord- 
ing to my recollection. The latter is an ac- 
complished scientist, the same who discovered 
the relation of cause and effect between cat- 
tle ticks and Texas, or ‘‘tick’’ fever, and I 
have great. confidence in the correctness of 
his conclusions, admitting that some other 
scientists -do not agree with his theory of 
the migration of the larvae of the ox bat 
(warble) from the esophagus to the back. 


! COW COUGHS. 

A. J. Ingram, Marvin, Ala.—1 have just 
bought a nice Jersey cow from a herd 
of fine cattle, and she has a deep, dry 
Please give me a remedy and 
let me know if there is dangr in using 
Two or three have died with 
this cough. 

Answer—lIt is not practicable for any one 
to diagnose the case of your cow without a 
better description of the symptoms. A 
‘“‘cough’’ is not itself a disease, but only one 
symptom of any one of several different dis- 
eases. The cows that died did not die of the 
cough. Sometimes a cough may indicate 
tuberculosis (consumption), of which disease 
many cows, especially Jersey cows, die. If 
it is tuberculosis there would be dapger in 
using the raw milk if the disease fas at- 
tacked the udder. I advise you to have her 
tested or examined by a competent veterinary 
surgeon. 


KNUCKLING OF COLT. 


R. D. Akins, Jasper, Ala.—I have a 
mule colt two days old. It is so limber 
in its fore parts from its knees down 
that it can’t stand straight. It walks 
on its ankles. I would pe giad to know 
what to do for it. If you can tell me 
you would confer a great favor on an 
old subscriber. 

Answer—The trouble is called ‘‘knuckling,”’ 
or ‘‘cocked ankles,’’ to which young foals 
are quite subject. In the great majority of 
cases it is only temporary, the joints 
straightening up without treatment of any 
kind in a short time, say a few weeks. If 
they do not get all right in that time there 
is no help for it but to have a veterinary 
surgeon to perform 4s. surgical operation.

POOR SERVICE 
OVER CENTRAL 


COLUMBUS T. P. A. IN ARMS 


Between Columbus and Americus 
the Central Does Not Operate 
Any Passenger Trains — To 
Visit Columbus Is Like 
Trip to New York. 


Columbus, Ga., August 18.—(Special. )— 
Post C, of the Travelers’ Protective As- 
sociation, is up in arms over the poor 
passenger service being furnished on the 
Central of Georgia railway between Co- 
lumbus and Americus. On that line of 
the Central, 64 miles long, not a single 
passenger train is operated, the only fa- 
cilities of that nature being passenger 
accommodations on the daily freight 
train, to which coaches are attached.’ 

This train leaves Columbus early in the 
morning, wends its way to Americus, 
and, returning, arrives here about night- 
fall. People along the line who wish to 
do shopping in Columbus or transact any 
other business here, have to come to 
the city late in the afternoon and spend 
a day and two nights here, returning 
home two days after they left for Co- 
lumbus. The drummers point out that 
this is almost like a trip to New York, 
and that such an inadequate passenger 
service is absurd. The post appointed a 
committee last night to take up the mat- 
ter with General Passenger Agent Haile. 

It may be a matter of surprise to the 
general public to know that the Cen- 
tral of Georgia railway has any line 64 
miles long, and operating between cities 
‘of such size as Columbus and Americus 
without a single passenger train on it. 
At One time there was a double daily 
passenger schedule on that line, although 
it Was in connection with a through 
schedule. 

On the other hand, the railroad people 
say that they lost money when they 


operated a passenger train on that line. 
It so happens that for 36 miles of the 
route there is not a single telegraph sta- 
tion, all the stops being flag stations, 
and the passenger business furnished by 
such a country is not great. Beuna Vista 
and Ellaville, both county seats and good 
towns, are the principal points on the 
road.
